Consumer Must Pay It. 

In the tentative ruling on the luxury 
taxes the collector said today that the 
tax is to be paid by the consumer to 
the vender and cannot be absorbed by 
the vender in the sale of the article. 

Merchants will be required to render 
returns covering the tax collected dur- 
ing a given month and although their 
records shall be kept in such manner 
as to indicate the tax received on each 
sale, the form of monthly return re- 
quired of them shall show simply the 
aggregate amount of tax collected un- 
der each subdivision of the section of 
the law.

Lumberman’s Special 
‘Beats Regular Train 


Chamber of Commerce was arranging 


He chartered a special day coach 
on the Illinois Central for a price re- 
puted to be $1,500, and left Chicago 
yesterday morning at 1:50 o’clock.

Japanese have won a clean cut victory 


in the settlement of their Shantung 
claims, President Wilson’s fourteen 
points and principles being overcome 
through secret France-British-Japanese 
treaties. Under this agreement the 
treaties the Japanese forced on the 
Chinese will not be publicly abrogated.

Kiau-Chau is now rivaling Fiume as 
a peace stumbling block, and is attract- 
fhg much attention.

I felt bound 
to square every conclusion that I 
should reach as accurately as possible 
with the fourteen principles of peace 
which I set forth in my address to the 
congress of the United States on the 
8th of January, 1918, and in subse- 
quent addresses.

THE REVISED COVENANT. 

The revised draft of the Paris covenant is, 
from the American point of view, a very differ- 
ent affair from the document Mr. Wilson wished 
wus, in March, incontinently to adopt. It safeguards 
the Monroe doctrine explicitly. It provides for 
withdrawal of member states upon two years’ 
motice and for a method of election to the league. 
The mandatory clause is amended to make certain 
the right of a nation to refuse a mandate. The 
phraseology is clarified to some degree. In short, 
the critics of the first draft have the satisfaction 
of knowing that their discussion has borne fruit. | 

On the other hand much of the serious criticism 
remains unaffected by the changes made or is 
only partially satisfied. There is no explicit ex- 
clusion of immigration as subject matter for the 
interference of the league. The articles dealing 
with armament control are not materially changed. 
The basis of representation in the assembly re 

‘mains the same. The new provision for increase of 
the council requires careful consideration. 

We have therefore to consider whether the 
amended instrument is one to which enna may 
or ought to commit herself. Our duty to ourselves 
and our successors is to give the agreement a 
thorough examination and the most careful con- 
sideration. Inasmuch as the American people are 
gincerely desirous of, paying their share toward 
the sucoess of any genuine effort for the evolution 
of international accord and for the avoidance of 
war, this examination and consideration are sure 
to be sympathetic and constructive. There is no 


_ danger that we shall confront an enterprise upon 


which such anxious hopes depend with illiberal 
blindness or narrow obstruction. For years the 
United States has been a leader in the movement 
toward international peace, the chief champion 
not only in theory but in practice of the principles 
of arbitration and peaceful adjustment of differ- 


enees, the least military great people, save the 


»

Our danger, indeed, Iies in the opposite direction, 
and it is a danger we have need carefully to guard 
against, since it rises within ourselves and -is 
Americans find it easy to think In terms of inter- 
national altruism because they have not come in 
contact with the harsh truths of international ri- 
valry and ambition. We have not been invaded 
for over a century, except by the border raids 
of a fifth rate power. “We have not lived in the 
intense and peril charged atmosphere of the old 
world, nor been deprived of anything we find es- 
sential to our safety and progress. — 

But these conditions are rapidly changing. We 
have been drawn into a European war and 75,000 
of our sons have died in foreign lands in support 
of our cause. Those Americans who think, see 
about us and ahead of us difficulties and dangers 
both serious and new. It is therefore necessary 
for us in considering a commitment to interna- 
tional action to study our situation, not in the 
complaisant mood of our secure and fortunate past, 
but with due regard for the complexity of our new 


- eonditions and the possibilities of the future. It 


is necessary to think as Americans, having intelli- 
gent regard for the universal law of self-preserva- 
tion which rules the policy and action of every 
other people, and a like regard for our duty to our 
posterity. We are thinking much of what we owe 
the world It is our duty also to think what we 
owe ourselves and the future we are creating for 
our children. | 

The Paris agreement bids us depart from tra- 


‘ditions which were born with the republic. We 


confront a solemn and fateful decision. Which- 
ever way we choose we may err and pay heavily 
for the mistake. But at least it is our duty to 
study the league proposals with the best intelli- 
gence we can bring te bear upon them and to make 
our decision, not hastily in a gush of uncritical 
sentiment nor stubbornly in a mood of ungenerous 
apprehension, but with the sound sense and fore- 
sight which guided our forefathers. 

America has the cleanest purposes of any great 
power now engaged in the solution of peace. It 
has the fewest selfish preoccupations. It has the 
most to give and the greatest willingness to give. 
We have therefore an especial right and an espe- 
clal need to guard what is honorably ours and to 


' make a firm stand for our legitimate and essential 


rights and interests. Our requirements will be 
much less than those of any other power at Paris 
and we shall be not noble but weakling to com. 
mit ourselves to any agreement which does not 
adequately safeguard them. 

This agreement cannot be made at Paris. It 
must be consummated in America, and we have 
now before us the responsibility of free and full 
discussion and deliberate decision. If upon study 
we consiaer it essential to our security and well 
being to demand further amendment of the agree- 
ment we should not fail to insist upon it nor hesi- 
tate to refuse acceptance without appropriate res- 


ervation. 


However, no one should feel that a criticism 
previously urged or a position taken toward the 
first draft binds him in the consideration of the 
final instrument. The covenant deserves to be- 
considered sympathetically as a whole, to have its 
merits fairly balanced against such faults as it may 
be found to retain, and finally, judgment, while 
practical and reasonably cautious, should be broad.

BACK TO THE OWNERS. 

Whatever Mr. Burleson’s situation may suggest 
to the malicious mind in the way of a movie of 
a fat.man descending a fire escape in his nightie, 
we are inclined to suppress in our satisfaction 
over his recommendation yesterday published. Mr. 
Burleson's case is complicated and painful, but 
it seems to have produced « most welcome result. 


| With the president’s approval of Mr. Burleson’s 


urgent plea the telegraph and telephone systems 
will escape from the confusion of politicg and 
bureaucratic maladministration and we may hope 
will soon be rendering the business public the serv- 
ice to which it has been accustomed. 

It has been fan expénsive and exasperating ex- 
perience, this experiment in extemporized govern- 
ment operation of great utilities. But it may pay out 
well in the long run by teaching the American people 
that plausible formulas, trumpeted by self-chosen 
friends of the people, are not ceftain to work out 
in practice as predicted. It may teach us to think 
a little of the benefits derived from what we have 
and to try to balance them against shortcomings. 
We have had so much in this country and have 
got it so easily that we do not Value it. Perhaps 
our war experience will incling’ eto cling a little 
more determinedly to what ‘We Have rather than 
to let it go at once upon any promise of better. 
ment. Progress is as dependent upon knowing 
what is worth keeping as upon knowing what to 
throw away. Any one can point out defects in any 
system. Every system has defects. But progress 
to a considerable degree depends upon a sensible 
estimate of the balance of benefits and defects. 

Government ownership and operation are offered 
as a panacea for all public utility evils. “The ad- 
herents of this theory seldom discuss the dangers 
and limitations of this policy. That is a weakness 
of partisanship shown by both sides. But the pub- 
lic which has to pay for mistakes, which has to 
do with the utilities in Whosever hands they are, 
would do well to check up on the war-time ex- 
periments and review the public ownership argu- 
ments in the light of experience. 

It may be that we shall have to adopt public 
ownership of many utilities. It may be that all 
means of transportation and communication will 
have to be “ nationalized” some day. But at least 
let us not drift into it. Let us try to appreciate 
the merits of the private systems as well as their 
faults. Let us see if we cannot cure the worst 
of the latter by perfecting a system of regula- 
tion, before we take final leave of those principles 
of private initiative and responsibility upon which 
our prosperity, whatever its excesses and defects, 
has been chiefly founded. 

Americans,-we are confident, will not care for 
a bureaucratic system which confronts them at 
every turn with a government clerk and forces 
them to make theif way at all times through a 
maze of official red tape. We rather think that 
if they get it they will look back upon even the 
era of “the public be damned” with envy. For 
under a bureaucracy it will be the public that does 
the damning. 
NO NEW RULE FOR THE SKOKIE. 

Entirely aside from the esthetic claims which 
are urged against the special bill for drainage of 
the Skokie and apart from any consideration of 
private right or interest, THE TRIBUNE believes the: 
bill should fail for one outstanding reason. It

This is a step toward lake traffic restoration, urged 
by THe TRIBUNE in its middle west development 
program. It will be welcomed by wide awake busi- 
fess men throughout this region. But Ogdenburg 
and Erie should be provided for also and the plan 
should broaden out to include a comprehensive 
reconstruction of lake shipping lines, cotrdinated 
with the railroad systems so as to give the middle 
west the maximum of transportation facilities.

BOULEVARDS.

This may 
be accounted for by the fact that the natural ad- 
vantages offered by the lake shore have proven 
a great stimulus to park development. However,’ 
it is just where natural advantages are lacking 
that man’s ingenuity is most called for. 

At the present time any one on the west side 
wishing to motor north or south out of the city 
must travel to the lake shore. This is an incon- 
venience to the west sider and a detriment to west 
side real estate. Western avenué, or some paral- 
lel street; should be pushed through to the southern 
limits of the city and Humboldt avenue or Kedzie 


avenue should be continue@ to reach the natural!

OFFERS FLOUR 


Move to Cut Food Prices 
Demoralizes Grain 
Market. 


A sensational break of from 16 to 18 


cents from the high point of the pre- 


vieus day in the price of corn brought 
the local grain market yéiterday to 


the point of demoralization and held 
out some hope of lower food prices. 


Under the influence of the grain 


| market the prices for hogs and hog 
products also fell. 


A. reduction in the price of wheat 
flour also took place, but this was more 


a partial cause of the break in corn 
than its effect. 


While the break in the corn market 
was not entirely unexpected it was 2 
far greater One than had been looked 
for. Partial responsibility for this fact 
is placed on the national food admin- 


istration, 
At 12:30 p. m., when drastic liquida- 


tion had already sent down prices to 


a point where the bulls were engulfed 
and powerless, but the market had 
quieged somewhat, a food administra- 
tion bulletin was given to the trade 
announcing that the government 
would resell some of its flour in an 
effort to prevent further advances in 
the price of that commodity. The nat- 
ural result was a further drop in the 
price of corn and the close was at 
about the low point of the day, with 
losses of 10 to 11 cents for the day. 

In announcing its determination toe 


|resell its flour the food administra. 


tion was considered by Chicago trad- 
ers to have taken. a right about face. 


They believed that the statements that 


had been made by Herbert C. Hoover 
and other food administration officials 
about the serious condition in Europe 
had been largely responsible last week 


for the buying panic which sent up the | 


price of wheat flour, and also in a 
measure for the increase in the price 
of.corn. . 

Having created this condition, deal- 
ers say the food administration sought 
to remedy it at the moment when 
natural liquidation was in progress 
in the grain market. The result was 
the big break during which in less 
than twenty-four hours corn lost 30 
per cent of the 63 cent gain it had 
taken seventy-five days to bring about. 

The grain corporation announced 
that it would not buy any more flour 
for export, except first clears and vic- 
tory mixed flour, until further notice. 
It. will also consider proposals from 
mills to cancel sales'in case the mill- 
ers wish to offer the flour ordered to 
the public for resale. 

Millers did not think that the new 
order would have much effect on flour 
values, as the mills have little flour 
té offer. One mill made the price to 
retailers yesterday $14.65, while! two 
others were selling at $13.80 per bar- 


rel. 
Barnes Makes Statement. | 
Julius H. Barnes, federal wheat di- 
rector and president of the grain cor- 
poration, wired to Howard B. Jackson, 
the vice president in charge of the 
Chicago office, to give as much public- 


ity to the new order of the food ad- 


ministration as possible. He said the 
primary purpose was to stop the spec- 
ulative fever in flour before it becomes 


necessary to remove infport’ restric: 


ons on foreign wheat and flour. 

Later in the day Mr. Barnes, who 
was in St. Louis to attend the United 
States Chanmiber of Commerce conven- 

’n, gave out the following statement: 

‘The steady advance in the market 
price 6f flour is mot jubtified by any 
scarcity, actual or impending, as re- 
serves have been carefully preserved 
for the demands of the country. 

“The mills are grinding 11,000,000 
bushels of flour weekly, while our do- 
mestic consumption does not exceed 
8,000,000 bushels. It is, therefore, a 
simple problem, to offset any specula- 
tive hoarding of flour, to discontinue 
export purchases. ; 

“The grain corporation, fortunately, 
it supplied with sufficient food stocks 
to carry out its obligations, including 
the large relief program abroad, and 
is able to and will discontinue wheat 
flour plrchases for export as long as 
domestic prices make this desirable.” 

Ignores Corn Situation. 

Mr. Barnes refused to discuss the 
corn situation, saying it was not under 
his jurisdiction. 

While local corn bulls had the worst 
day of years the men who were largely 
responsible for the increase in corn 
prices escaped. Many of them, follow- 
ing the leadership of George A. Rob- 
erts of Omaha, who is credited with 
cleaning up $2,000,000 on the advance 
in corn, took their profits last week, 
Mr. Roberts closing out his deals on 
Friday at $1.73%.

VOX POP ON WEATHER SIGNS. 
AMP GRANT, Ill.—I[To the Ed- 
itor.]—In your column I read 
with interest the article on the 
muskrat being a weather proph- 
et. I heartily agree that the animal 
has wonderful powers in predicting 
weather conditions. As you desire fur- 
ther articles of this sort I take the 
liberty of submitting the following: 

In civil life I am a resident of Minne- 
sota, the “Gopher” state, and natur- 
ally have had many opportunities of 
observing this animal. A close study | 
of the gopher will show that the nerves 
in the tail are very near the surface, |; 
so as to be easily affected by the heat) 
or cold. If the coming winter is to be 
severe, one will notice that the hair} 
on the animal, from the middle of the 
back to the tip of the tail, is nearly 
three times as thick as during the sum- 
mer months, and vice versa. This is 
nearly always true. It also can be ob- 


served that as the little anima! races 
to and from its holes, that his tail will 
drag the ground, as though dejected, if 
a bitter winter is in store; but if mild 
weather is coming his tail will stand 
erect as when hunted.

POTATO SOIL 


For all crops whose principal develop- 
ment is underground a deep sandy 
loam, with porous subsoil such as sand 
or gravel,. properly drained, is ideal 
and should be sought out, where possi- 
ble, for profitable commercial garden- 
ing. No amended soil requiring con- 
tinuous extra expenditures to maintain 
favorable conditions artificially can 
compete with such soi] in the same 
market, other considerations being 
equal, For the home garden, however, 
any of the local soils can, with suit- 


duce abundantly and profitably any 
vegetable suited to the climate and at- 
mosphere—and includes potatoes. 


Within the limits 0 of tha first and sec- 
ond smoke zones—see rap published 
March 13, article No. 2—and in local- 
ized spots of the outer zone similarly |. 
threatened, potat are extremely sub- 
ject to diseases and insects. Their 
culture there is a waste of work and 
space, which might more profitably be 
devoted to other staples of the veg- 
etable garden more tolerant of the 
fumes and partial shade imposed by 
a huge metropolis unrestrictedly burn- 
ing soft coal. 

_In the third or outer zone, select the 
required area in well drained soil, the 
deepest available, preferably such as 
has been previously cultivated and 
manured, and exposed to full sunlight.

years, to avoid loss frém diseases ‘and 
insects. If new ground is now broken, 
the manure used should be at least 


compost being ideal for the purpose: If 
there is’ partial shade, better grow 
beans; which are more tolerant ‘of guch 
condition.

toes is a heavy, wet, or @ayéy soil, or 
over an impermeable clay subsoil, the 
natural lack of drainage must be oor- 
rected or the potato sets will surely 
rot before germihating if a heavy rain 
intervenes.
